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DETAILED ACTION 

The examiner acknowledges the election of species I, claims 1-3 and 5-9 without 
traverse. 

Specification

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Regarding claim 2, the phrase "in particular" renders the claim indefinite because 
it is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed 
invention. 

Regarding claims 5 and 7-8, the phrase "and/or" is indefinite. 
Regarding claims 7-8, "preferably" is indefinite and the language after 
"preferably" will not be given weight. . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claims 1-3 and 5-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kamada et al. (5444791 , referred to as "Kam" herein). 
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Regarding claim 1 , Kam discloses a device for the three-dimensional 
reconstruction of a moving object in a body volume, comprising a memory which 
contains a series of two-dimensional projection photographs (A.sub.1 A. sub. 2, A.sub.n, 
A.sub.N) of the body volume from different directions, as well as a data processing unit 
which is coupled to the memory and which is set up to execute the following steps (col. 
8 line 65 to col. 9 line 10): 

a) Segmentation of the image (Pr.sub.n(Q)) of at least one feature point (Q) of 
the object or its surroundings in the projection photographs (A.sub.n) (col. 23 lines 55- 
65); 

b) Specifications of a spatial reference position (Q.sub.O) for each feature point 
(Q) (col. 23 lines 55-65 disclose finding feature points position); 

c) Calculation of transformations (.SIGMA..sub.n, .sigma..sub.n) of the object 
space and of the projection photographs (A.sub.n), after the use of which the projection 
of the transformed reference position coincides with the respective of the transformed 
reference position coincides with the respective transformed image of the feature point 
(col. 23 line 65 to col. 24 line 30); 

d) Three-dimensional reconstruction of the object from the projection 
photographs (A.sub.n) with the aid of the calculated transformations (.SIGMA.. sub. n, 
.sigma.. sub. n) (figure 12 and col. 19 lines 16-40 also see figure 11). 

Regarding claims 2-3, see figure 12 and col. 19 lines 15-40 and figure 10. Also 
see the rejection of claim 1 . 

Regarding claim 5, col. 19 lines 15-40 disclose rotation. 
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Regarding claim 6, see figure 10 item 24 which discloses an input unit. 
Regarding claim 7, see the rejection of claim 6 which shows an image input. 
Regarding, claim 8, see figure 58 which shows cyclical self movement around an 

axis. 

Regarding claim 9, see the rejection of claim 1.
